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Known to his friends by his 
fourth name, Dunn, Lieutenant- 
Commander Joseph Antoine Jac- 
ques Dunn Lantlcr, now a prisoner 
o{ war in Germany, is one of the 
303 McGIU men who, in the present 
war, have served as officers of the 
Royal Canadian Naval Volunteer 
Reserve. A survivor of two ships o( 
the Royal Canadian Navy sunk by 
enemy action, he was among the 
wounded on a third occasion when, 
using a weapon at that time com- 
paratively new, German planes 
smashed with radio-controlled tor- 
pedoes at the Canadian destroyer 
"Athabaskan" in the Bay of Biscay 
in August, 1943. 

Having graduated from the Royal 
ïlilitary College in June, 1938, he 
entered third year civil cnginccrini; 
at McGill University in the .lutumn 
of that year. During his summer 
vacation of 1039, while attending 
Naval Training in Halifax, he en- 
listed the day war was declared 
and became temporary Naval Train- 
ing Officer until October, 1930. 

Then he was appointed aide-de- 
camp to Lord Twccdsmuir, until 
the Ccvcmor General's death in 
February 1040, when Dunn was re- 
turned to the Canadian Na\*y, only 
to be sent once more to Ottawa as 
aide-de-camp to the Earl of Ath- 
lonc in June. He served at Govern- 
ment House until July 1941, when, 
at his own request, he was permit- 
ted to return to sea. '

While serving as Lieutenant on 
H.M.C.S. "Ottawa," the destroyer 
was sunk by U-Boat tcrpcdoci In 
the North Atlantic, September 13, 
1942. Dunn was forced to spend 
four hours in the water before be- 
ing rescued by H.M.S. "Celandine," 
A corvette of the Royal Nax'y. 

"That night was one long night- 
mare," said Lieutenant Lantier. 
"The jellj-fish stung us as we clung 
to the carley floats and we went 
through all kinds of agony befcre 
being picked up. 

We had many survivors from a 
torpedoed merchantman on board, 
and many of those poor fellows did 
not have a second chance." 

Of the total crew, only 76 sur- 
vived. Among those lost was a 
classmate of Lantier's at McGill 
Sub-Lieutenant Keith Francis 
Wright R.C.N.V.R. (engineering '38 
to '41), whose home was in Ottawa. 

Following a survivors leave Dunn 
was appointed to tJi(j destroyer 
H.M.CS. "Athabaskan", which was 
temporarily disabled .iflcr an

Toronto, Dec. 3. — (CUP)— "The 
Ancient ;ind new of Chinese Medi- 
cine* was the subject of an address 
given by Leslie Kilboume, M.D. to 
the. Royal Canadian Institute in 
Convocation Hall. 

Like the Greeks, the Chinese be- 
lieved that health was a question 
of perfect balance in the body cf 
the four humors, which In turn are 
affected by climate and season. 
Doctor Kilbourno described some 
of the more amusing beliefs which 
the ancient Chinese held, including 
the theories that the circulatorj' 
system had its beginning in the 
feet, and that the capacity of the 
human stomach was twenty-eight 
quarts. 

In the old Chinese anatomy 
books the brain was classe'd with 
bono matter and the condition of 

the puke was thought to be indi- 
cative of the stale of various in- 
ternal organs, many of which as 
yet remain undiscovered by mod- 
ern anatomists. 

According to Doctor Kilboume, 
modern Chinese medicine began 
with the advent of European and 
American missionaries in the eigh- 
teen-thirties Into China.

Sug- 
RCirtions and recomraendationa 
for candidates to the advisorship 
have been invited from Colonial 
students attending McGill Uni- 
versity and will be heard at a 
meeting to take place at the 
Union Grill Rdom later this 

week. . . " 

The appointment, which is being 
made by the Secretary Of State 
for the Colonics in London, is the 
result of recommendations made to 
him by Sir Frank Stockdalc. Con- 
troller of Development and welfare 
for the B.W.I. Sir Frank visited 
Montreal last Fall and interviewed 
most of the students from the Brit- 
ish, ^yfest . Indies ' then, attending 
Màcbonald College, Sir George 
Williams College and McGill Uni- 
versity. 

On account of the large numbers 
of .students from British Colonies 
now studying In North America 
and especially here at McGill Uni- 
versity, stieh an appointment has 
been deemed very necessary, stat- 
ed an executive of the British Soc- 
iety.'.'

Arrangements 
will b( made, however, to have 
him visit other campuses so that he 
might have Intimate contact with 
all the students concerned."

The adviser to be appointed will 
hold a position similar to that of 
the Advisor For Students at tho 
Colonial Office, 12 Downing Street. 
London. This office was created 
specifically, and is responsible for, 
the personal welfare of Colonial 
Students in. the United Kingdom 
In matters dealing with their ac- 
commodation, health, repatriation 
and related Issues. He acts as un- 
official "director of studies" and Is 
available to the student for infor- 
mation dealing with vacant posi- 
tions and ' other requirements and 
opportunities for qualified men in 
various parts of the Colonial Em- 
pire.

Over a month ago wc suggested that if this 
campus wants a revived N.F.C.U.S. to reflect 
its viewpoints and projects it must take an 
active filiare in the re-establishment and plan- 
ning of N.F.C.U.S. to do this, a representative 
committee of interested students should be 
formed to draw up some sort of blueprint. 

Since then, outside of some half-dozen stu- 
dents no interest in N.F.C.U.S. has been shown 
except by our administrative body, the Stu- 
dents' E.\ecutive Council, which has received 
enough correspondence on. the subject to warrant 
discussion. 

A brief review of the Council's record in 
this matter might therefore be in order. As 
early as Oct. 5, the Council went "oh record as 
favoring the rcorgnnizntion of the N.F.C.U.S., 
recommending an investigation of tlie possibil- 
ities of reorganizing it. "If it is possible to have 
tiie N.F.C.U.S. reorgonized," said the Coiincil, 
"wc will submit the question to the Students' 
Society for its consideration." 

Four weeks later, the matter had advanced 
sufficiently for the Council to write the last 
president of N.F.C.U.S., recommending that "he 
f.ike tlic necessary steps to contact the previous 
members of the N.F.C.U.S. with a view to re- 
organizing :thc N.F.C.U.S. as a going organiza- 
tion." The answer to this was that a regula- 
tion conference to get things going would have 
to be held on pretty short notice and owing to 
other difficulties might not be advisable at this 
time. 

Since then, it has been learned from Sas- 
katchewan that eight universities have agreed 
to attend a conference planned for the Christ- 
mas holidays at London, Ontario. If such a 
conference is going to be held, the McGill Stu- 
dents' Council intends to be represented. For 
this purpose, it has appointed a committee of 
three to take care of the correspondence pre- 
ceding the conference. 

So far, so good. The planned conference is 
intended to deal with the question of the N.F.

Time and Tide, 



On Wagner, and the Met 

Last Saturday afternoon, the Metropolitan Opera 
Company presented the first ot its annual series of 
broadcast performances as its fourth wartime season 
began. Like all non-prlorlty organizations, the Met 
has suffered a little from the demands of military 
undertakings on a civilian world: but its record 
both In its regular activities and in troop entertain- 
ment all over the world is to its very considerable 
credit. And for its radio renewal, it was able to 
assemble a east of such proportions that it achieved 
one of its most outstanding performances of all its 
broadcaisting history. 

The opera was "Die Walkucre", second of Richard 
Wagner's great tetralogy of operas relating the saga 
of the Ring of the Nibclungs. The cast was led by 
Laurits Melchior, veteran Danish tenor with perhaps 
the world's outstanding Wagnerian reputation; Helen 
TVaubcl, St. Louis-bom soprano who has supplanted 
Kirsten Flagstad at the Met and made of herself 
a tremendous name in the process; Alexander Kipnls, 
the Russian basso who is perhaps the greatest sing- 
ing actor of the day; and Kerstin Thorborg, versa- 
tile and extraordinarily competent Swedish contralto. 
George Szell, the Czech conductor whose opera work 
has over the last two years improved to such an ex- 
tent that he now ranks with the best in the busbcss, 
directed the ofdiestra. 

Assuredly there were flaws In the performance— 
and yet in retrospect it was an experience so elevat- 
ing and exhilarating that it seemed in all respects 
beyond complaint. Traubel was simply magnificent 
—the last-act duologue "with Herbert Jansscn as 
Wotan was on her part virtually breath-taking in its 
artisU'y. Melchior was in his usual excellent voice, 
and was well matched by Rose Bampton's Sleglinde 
In the first act. Kipnls was wonderfully sonorous 
and foreboding as the evil Hunding, . and Thorborg 
contributed her usual little gem as Fricka, Wotan's 
goddess'spouse. The orchestra played splendidly, 
though the horns had their uncertain moments as 
horns will; Mr. Szell's Integration of the whole was 
the final essential to the confluent result. 

Outstanding genius participating in this roaster- 
piece, howevçr, was still the strange and politically 
ill-lpv^d figure of Richard Wagner. I( has become 
a musical cliche to say that Wagner stands alone 
in his niche of operatic history; the few influences 
he accepted, and the very many Influences he im- 
posed on the future, have never Been shown to lead 
to a comparable musical mind or an equal master 
of orchestration and melodic expression. With Bach 
and Mozart, Beethoven , and perhaps Gershwin, he 
stiiiids as one of the very few uitiinate immortals 
of musical history. 

One thing, however, must be pointed out. Wag- 
ner, now long known as the favourite composer 
of Adolf Hitler, had a political ideology so thor- 
oughly anti-democratic that his music' was largely 
banned from perforinance during World War J.

Current Commentary on the Entertainment Scene 

The Daily Focusses Its Critical Eye 

Mildred Goodman Marcus Gives Splendid Violin Recital 
At Victoria Hall Thursday — Yousef Karsh Exhibition 
In RVC Highly Impressive — Dansereau Lecture 



Mildred 
Goodman Marcus 
The violin recital given by Mil- 
dred Goodman Marcus and present- 
ed by the Sir George Williams Col- 
lege Music Society at Victoria Hall 
last Thursday evening proved to be 
not only pleasing but also extreme- 
ly satisfactory. Mrs. Marcus play- 
ed with an almost consistently rich 
and melodic tone, and although her 
l«chnique appeared a little laboured 
ot times, a high quality of musician- 
ship was maintained throughout the 
program. There was always a deep 
feeling and tmderstanding in her 
interpretation which overshadowed 
any tendency towards nervousness 
and a slight unevenness on long 
sustained high notes, so as to make 
these faults appear almost neglig- 
ible. 

The main item on the program 
was the Brueh Concerto in G 
Minor, a work which perhaps can 
best be appreciated when present- 
ed in this form, for although the 
orchestra adds depth and brilliance 
to the music, the sheer beauty of 
the violin does not stand out nearly 
so dearly as when the accompan- 
iment is solely a piano. The con- 
certo was performed with fresh- 
ness and vivacity, and all the 
colour worthy of the Bruch score. 
Even the technically difficult finale 
was well handled without losing 
any of the rich shading. 

The Bach Partita in E Minor 
opened the evening; and although 
it began a little unevenly, it cap- 
tured the simplicity of the theme 
and carefully maintained the calm 
dignity so characteristic of the 
great master. 

The second half of the program 
contained the Saint Saens Intro- 
duction and' Rondo Capricioso, a

very descriptive piece of music 
containing many changes of mood, 
all of which were vividly portray- 
ed with surprising case and under- 
standing. The completing Item was 
a group of three short works: the 
Brahms-Kreitler Hungarian Dance

Reviews of Current Movies 



AT THE PALACE 
The trouble with this week's feat- 
ure at the Palace, Till We Meet 
Again is that it never seems to make 
up its mind. If the director intend- 
ed the filih as a thriller concerning 
the escape of a crashed flyer from 
Nazi-held France, it was purely 
conventional and extremely slow- 
moving. But if the Intention was to 
present a character study of a 
young nun, taken from the shelter- 
ëd cloister and abruptly thrust into 
a war-torn world, it proved to be a 
far more entertaining piece of 
drama. 

As the story of an American flier 
forced down in. France dtirJng the 
German occupation, it followed the 
routine of a host of other pictures 
of this type. The flier, played 'by 
Ray Milland, lands, contacts the 
underground and after the usual 
number of close calls manages to 
reach England, without ever mus- 
sing up his wel)-plastered head of 
hair. 

But there is one innovation in- 
troduced. His guide to .safety 
proves to be a nun, the same nun 
that had inadvertently set the 
Nazis on his tail. The yoiing novi- 
tiate is excellently portrayed by 
Barbara Britton, a newcomer to 
the cinema galaxy of stars. Her 
fear of the world, which had origi- 
nally induced her to take the sac- 
red orders, changes slowly into a 
realization that there are forces 
both for good and for evil. 

Ray Milland is merely adequate 
in his role, never rising to any 
heights of dramatic brilliance. Af- 
ter Barbara Britten's well-perform- 
ed' characterization, next best per- 
formances are turned In by Kon- 
stantin ^ Shayne as the foxy Nazi 
officer and by Lucille Watson in

mains. Part of that memory is com' 
prised of recollections of the wrest- 
ling feature of the evening, the 
Carlos Corlez-Joc Sabbath grudge 
battle, and all the mystery that 
surrounded it, from start to finish. 

More interesting than any dc 
scription of the two bouts these two 
men have fought is, perhaps, the 
account of' the bitter enmity be 
twcen these two mcn.a. feeling of 
undying hatred which dates from 
the first Athletics Festival, when 
the Mexican champ was disqualified 
for the use of foul tactics and Sab- 
bath retained his champion's 
laurels. Perhaps a slight recapitula- 
tion is in order. 

Vague Rumours 

Immediately after the match, 
when Cortez had sailed for South 
America, a stream of vague ru- 
mours began to circulate on the 
Campus. Loud cries of "frame" 
were heard on many sides; doubts 
were cast as to the integrity of the 
referee fdoubts that have never 
been dispelled); many members of 
the Athletics Commission were 
questioned at the . time, and all 
were peculiarly reluctant to com- 
ment on the match, and were vague 
in what tliey did say. Thus a net- 
work of nebulous secrecy, before 
and after the match 'was gradually 
built up, and McGill's hitherto-un- 
sullied name in the sphere of sport 
emerged slightly blackened from 
the dust of that famed battle. 

All was forgotten for a year. The 
Mexican wrestler had disappeared, 
whither, nobody knew. The referee 
dropped mysteriously from the pub- 
lic eye. Suddenly, like a burst from 
the blue, the news broke. The great 
Carlos Cortex was back, and Itching 
for another crack at hi^ old enemy, 
Sabbath. As if he had been away 
but a day, public interest revived 
and all the old speculation started 
again. A furore was caused when 
it was learned that McGill had 
been successful in obtaining both 
men for a rematch. One again, even 
after all papers were signed there 
was all the old difficulty of deter 
mining the legality of certain holds 
used by both men, and the question 
of keeping them from each other's 
throats before the match took 
place. Again there was the major 
difficulty of obtaining a referee

Gymnasts and Fencers Brilliant;

As expected at the .\thlclics Festiv.al on Frid.iy Night at the 
Gym Cnrlos Cortez and Joe Sabbath had the crowd at their finger- 
tips witli their thrilling' antics. The bout ended in a wild sUigping 
brawl outside the ring where both were ntitoiniiticitliy disqualified 
for leaving the ring. Cortez scored the fir.«t fall with Iiis famed 
short-armed scissor which he applied to Sabbath with terrific 
punishment. Cortez then stunned Sabbath with a scries of bone 
crushing body slams that left his rival in no condtion to return the 
l)lows. Cortez easily pinned Sabbath's shoulders to the mat after 
16.0.T minutes for the first fall. 

Sabbntii came back with ven- 
geance using tactics far from 
legal, handing his southern op- 
ponent sevci'c punishment con- 
cerning which Cortez complain- 
ed repeatedly to the referee 
I'V.mk Saxon to no avail. Cortez 
succumbed to the roughhousc 
methods cnielly dealt out by the 
villain Sabbath after 8.09 min- 
utes when "Doc" Sabbath ap- 
plied his Third Trigcninal Nerve 
hold paralyzing his opponent. 

Both contestants returned for the 
final fall determined to walk out 
the ring (or be csrried out) with 
the Championship belt. ' Unfortu- 
nately both were disqualified. Cor- 
tez and Sabbath forgot the rule 
book completely and went out for 
each other with murder In their 
eyes. Dirty, barroom illegalities 
were exercised by both wrestlers 
with the result that both in their 
anger \\-ound up on the floor out- 
fide the ring slugging £t each other 
wildly.

Fortunately, when one of the box- 
ers possessed an advantage in abil- 
ity over his ring rival, the big 
twelve-ounce gloves prevented him 
from inllicting any injury.

In the wrestling ring, several 
clean scientific exhibitions high- 
lighted the evening's entertainment.

Carlos Cai- 
deron scored a win in, a tilt, with 
Canet.

Sol 
Lcrner and Hugcsscn were evenly 
matched in another very fast ex- 
hibition. Coach Verne Estano has 
developed a group of exceptionally 
able Judo stars in his classes at the 
Gym as shown by the fine results 
at the Festival.
